LONDON, July 14.—The conservatives 
have a plurality of seventy-three over 
the liberals of every shade, but as com- 
pared with the members of all the other 
parties are in a ^ minority of four, the 
count standing: Conservatives. 295; all 
others, 299. 
There are still seventy-six 
districts to be heard from.

An Antediluvian Captive Has His 
Cell Broken Into. 


[Speo'al Correspondencai. I 
FESCADERO, Cal., July 8.—A recent find up 
In the foot-hills of the Pacific coast range of 
moimtains has added another to the catalogue 
of those creatures that are able to maintain 
an existence during periods which it makes 
one giddy to contemplate, and, apparently, 
under the most xmfavorable circumstances. 
A few days ago a pcu-ty of laborers engaged 
in excavating for a road along the side of a 
mountain spur, with a precipitous declivity 
upon one side and a yawning canyon on the 
other, lighted upon a collection of bowlders, 
water-worn and rounded by tide or current in 
some long past elemental dispensation. 
One 
of these, too heavy for the handling, was 
broken up. Its interior disclosed a cavity 
containing a member of that unpleasant fra- 
ternity of exaggerated spiders known as the 
tarantula. 
When first discovered the animal 
was of a bright green complexion and symp- 
tomatically comatose, but after a brief expe- 
rience in this enlarged environment it regained 
the inquietude characteristic of its race,as well 
as a large share of those irascible and bellig- 
erent tendencies by which thetarantuUdss are 
distinguished. 
The cavity in which this ante- 
diluvian was inclosed was about an Inch 
longer than the animal, and at one extremity 
of the same there were traces of texile work, 
as if at some time or other during its incar- 
ceration it had indulged in visions of domestic 
ties and social enjoyments to be realized in 
some dulcified posteriority. 


It is noteworthy that the creature here 
spoken of was to all appearances of the same 
species with those that are now common in 
the locality where It was discovered. 
This 
would justify the suggestion that the taran- 
tulidge, in spite of their unpleasant man- 
ners and ignoble appearance, are a family of 
no mean antiquity. 
The rock in which the 
individual was immured being of the sedi- 
mentary species, the commitment must have 
occurred while it was in the proce* of forma- 
tion. 
The abundance of remains of marine 
shells in the locality where the discovei^ was 
made would seem to indicate that the stratum 
in which the creature was contained had, at 
some time, been a part of the bed of an ocean. 
From these incidents, with some assistance of 
the imagination, we may construct a brief 
outline of the history and experiences of the 
elderly captive.

A DISGRACEFUL RIOT. 


The Catholics and Orangemen 


Have Another Fight. 


DUBLIN, July 14.—During the riot- 
ing at Belfast last night between the 
Catholics and Protestants, four taverns 
and a number of dwellings were wrecked. 
The police and soldiers charged the 
rioters several times and they at last suc- 
ceeded in clearing the main streets. 
In 
the alley-ways, 
however, 
dangerous 
knots of men are lurking and fears of 
a renewal of the disturbance are enter- 
tained. 
Among those wounded last 
night was a sergeant. 
It is thought he 
cannot recover. A constable and many 
civilians received severe wounds. 
This 
morning the head 
constable of the 
Waterford force, and and a private sol- 
dier, attempted to arrest two Orange- 
men, father and son. 
The latter shot 
and killed both the constable and sol- 
dier. The situation at Waterford is seri- 
ous. The streets are being patrolled by 
police and cavalry. 


BBIIFAST, July 14.—The city is quiet 
to-day. 
An investigation shows that 
most of the fighting was between the po- 
lice and the Orangemen, the latter as- 
saulting the former because they pre- 
vented the Orangemen from attacking 
the Catholics. Policeman Gardner, who 
was reported killed, is not dead, but is 
fatally injured and is lying at the point 
of death. Two civilians, named Mac- 
Weters and MacEIry, were badly hurt.

Mrs. Clarrissa Kelsey, bom in Mont- 
gomery county, Ohio, Aug. 2d, 1804, 
died at her residence in Zanesville, 
Thursday morning July 8th, 1886, aged 
81 years 11 months and 6 days.

He saw a colonel whom he 
knew, with a brigade. 
Longstreet's men

Gen. Sickles delivered his oration standing 
in the open field, beside the monument of the 
One*Hundred and Fourteeni h Pennsylvania 
regiment Gen. Sick- 
les was a lawyer in 
p r a c t i c e in New 
York city before the 
war, and not a West 
Pointer, though he 
made one of the bes^ 
of the minor com- 
m a n d e r s . 
After- 
w a r d s he went as 
minister to Spain from 1869 to 1874. 


The monuments are placed directly upon 
the battle ground. 
They indicate where the 
reai)ective regimeats designated by them 
stood in posiirion during the fight. Some of 
th^m undoubtedly stood in several j^aces 
before it was over. 
Twenty-one additional 
monuments were dedicated during this anni- 
versary.

No two of the monuments are exactly 
alike. 
There is nothing particularly strik- 
ing about them, though they are substantial, 
and most of them tastefuL 
Within narrow 
limits there is much variety. The great 
memorial mark xA. this battlefield is that 
upon tbe bill in the cemetery. It is a column 
sixty feet high, with a statue of iiber^ upon 
the top—a natiônal monument. 


T^e Gettysburg battle is considered by 
historians as the turning point of the war. 
It was' an invasion of the north by the 
southern force under Lee and his most 
trusted generals. 
In the terrific third days* 
fighting fortune hovered now above this 
banner, now above tl'at 
At last Lee 
drew off his shattered 
army and re- 
treated 
back 
across 
the 
Potomac. 
Neither side hid anything to boast of 
as far as losses were concerned. 
At first it 
was a toss-up in the engagement which 
would win. If the die 
liad fallen the other

Gettysburg is only 115 
milfs from Philadel-l 
phia, and that is only 
two hours' ride by rail 
from New York.

other end foremost. 
But Vicksburg fell at 
the very time Gettys- TWENTIETH INDIANA. 
burg was fought, and

tysburg was the "high water mark of the 
Confederacy. " 


Near the old wheat field is the monu- 
ment to the Twentieth Indiana volunteers. 


A most interesting feature of the celebra- 
tion was the presence of Confederate sol- 
diers and officers who had fought at Gettys- 
burg on the other side. Gen. Longstreet 
was invited to be there by Gren. Sickles. It 
was Longsti-eet's command that fought the 
Third corps the hardest 
Thank God, the 
bitter feelings of those days are almost 
wiped out. A touching, 
beautiful letter 
was written by Congressman Barksdale, of 
Mississippi, in answer to an invitation to be 
present 
He is the brother' of Gen. Barks, 
dale, who was in the Gettysburg tight Gren. 
Barksdale himself was a member of con- 
gress before the war. 
He wore a wig. In 
the melee at the time Charles Sumner was 
struck down. Potter, of Wisconsin, snatched 
Barksdale's wig off. 
In his excitement Potter, 
not knowing it was a wig, was almost wild 
with consternation lest he had torn Barks- 
dales, scalp off. 


In answer to the invitation Congressman 
Barksdale writes:

The recent celebration was under the 
charge of tho Gettysburg Battlefield Memo- 
rial association, in connection with the 
Grand Army of the Republic, department of 
Pennsylvania. 
The Grand Army of the 
Republic veterans camped upon the battle- 
field six days, beginning July 2. 


The First Minnesota, suffered severely in 
the fight At the first summons to war they 
left their ivheat fields, stalwart young pio- 
neers, a regiment strong. 
Many of them 
died upon the field. Along with their monu- 
ment tbe illustration shows their graves, 
row upon row.

WASHINGTON, July 18.--Tbe 
Washington 
photographer who is making the photographs 
of Mrs. Cleveland has a small forttme in it. 
He refuses to tell how he got his negative, but 
Mrs. Cleveland's pictures are selling here 
faster than those of any other public person 
for years, and his sales run high into the tens 
of thousands. 
The pictures are bust pictures 
taken of Miss Folsom about a year ago. They 
represent her as ha-ving a fuller face than she 
has now, and her shoulders are clad in a plain 
lawn dress, with a slight "V" at the neck fast- 
ened by a simple gold pin. 
The photographer 
gets twenty-five cents apiece for them of the 
dealers, and they are retailed for thirty-ftve 
cents. 
They do not cost him probably more 
than two cents apiece, and a dealer tells me 
that $10,fX)0 would be a low estimate of the 
money he will make out of them.

women for the sale of their photographs to 
outsiders has grown into a big business, and 
tlie fu-st and best photoi?raph of a prominent 
man or woman is Avorth a great deal to the 
l)hoto;;i-apher who can get it.

Gi-egoi- the hoy who took the Gi-ant fiimily 
sitting on the porch just before the general's 
death sold ."•)(),000 of his photographs before 
the funeral jirocession left the 
mountain. 
There are two establishments in Washington 
who make the bulk of their 
business the 
photograj)hing of prominent men, for sale, 
and in their stores you can buy pictures of all 
sizes and of diiTerent poses of nearly every 
statesman at Washington. 
They are very 
anxious to have new men 
of 
prominence 
come into their studios, and they send car- 
riages for tliem and give them pictures free 
for 
{¡erinitting 
themselves 
to be taken. 
Photographs of noted ladies are as a n i l e hard 
to get, and the only two that can be bought 
here are tho.se of Mrs. Logan and the wife of 
Speaker Carlisle. 
Mrs. JjOgan's pictures sell 
very well, and 
her 
husband's 
has 
per- 
haps as large a sale as those of any prominent 
man. 
Ex-President Arthur's pictures were 
worth a great deal to the photographers here, 
and the sale of Garfield's pictures at the time 
of his death was phenomenal.

MRS. CARLISLE. 


A groat deal of amateur photogi'aphing is 
being done at tlie capital, ami several promi- 
nent men I know like to play with the cam- 
era. 
Senator .John E. Kenna, of West Vir- 
ginia, is one of these, and I saw him the other 
day just outside of his residence on Sixteenth 
street with a clotli over his head taking a pic- 
ture of a cou]ilo of his children. 
Senator 
Palmer, of ISIiehigan, the great lumber nul- 
¡ionaire aiul pati'on of art, prizes a lot of pho- 
tographs which he took when he traveled in 
Spain, as a young man, more than he does 
some of the i»aintings of the great masters. 
When Senator Palmer was a boy at college 
his eyes gave out, and he went to Spain for 
liis liealth, and with a friend traveled about 
the country taking the.se photographs. One of 
them, which lie now has, represents him as 
taken astride one of the lions of the Alham» 
bra. 


SENATOR KENNA PHOTOGRAPHING HIS CHIL- 
DREN. 


Pi'ofassor Smiley, the photographer of the 
National museum, who has taken the largest 
pictures which have ever been taken in the 
world, began business as an amateur, and he 
is now one of the finest photographers in the 
country. 
Judge W. D. Kelley has a son who 
is still quite young who does some very good 
auiateur work. 
He took his father sitting on 
the front porch of the old homestead in Phil- 
adelphia not long ago, and this photograph 
now has the honored place on the mantel in 
Judge Kelley's room in Washington. 


Bjieaking of Judge Kelley's room, he has 
upon its walls the finest photographic picture 
of Lincoln ever published. 
It is a wonderful 
work of photographic art, and is alxvat 12 by 
18 inches in size, I should judge. 
The judge 
had it made after a thorough examination of 
many private collections of Lincoln's photor 


graphs, and also of the large colleotion in tbe 
war department 
It is the choice of all the 
photographs and daguerreotypes taken of 
President Lincoln, and the original was a 
cabinet of this w a r department collection. 
Judge Kelley took this cabinet to an eminent 
phetographer and had it raised to its present 
size. 
A n artist was then employed to touch 
it up with India ink, so that it now fairly 
glows with life, and it is by f a r the finest pic- 
ture of Lincoln in Washington. 


Judge Kelley is a great admirer of President 
Lincoln, and he was more closely associated 
with him perhaps than any other man living 
to-day. 
Upon the walls of his parlor here he 
has photographs of this same size, elegantly 
framed and hung so that a good light falls 
npon the faces which they represent. 
That 
of Lincoln has the most honored place, and 
Judge Kelley considers him the greatest of 
"The Five Friends in Council." 
The others 
are Thaddeus Stevens, Henry C. Gary, Edwin 
M. Stanton and Judge Kelley himself. 
In 
the judge's bedroom, just back of his parlor, 
there will soon hang a fine engraving of Gen. 
Grant, and here among these great men of 
the past, each of whom formed a part of 
Judge Kelley's soul, the father of the house 
will probably sit and work until death re- 
unites him with them. 
Judge KeUey came 
to congress in 1860, and he is now serving his 
thirteenth continuous term in the house of 
representatives. 
He is in perfect health and 
•vigor. 
He will be renominated this year, and 
if he serves throughout the Fiftieth congress 
he will have served more years in the house 
of representatives than any other man in our 
history. 


Mrs. Cleveland has taken Washington by 
storm, and I have yet to hear the first word 
of unfavorable criticism about her. 
I have 
attended all of her 
receptions 
and 
have 
watched very carefully her manners in the 
receiving of all kinds of people. 
She is per- 
fectly at home, and she is the most beautiful 
woman who has been in the White House for 
many a long year. 
She is tijll and willowy, 
with a form whose every action is graceful 
and at the same time dignified. 
She has a 
finely 
shaped head, with well moulded fea- 
tures. 
Her nose and chin are 
prominent 
enough to give the face character, and her 
head sits npon her shoulders with a neck that 
would do credit to a sculptured Venus. 
Her 
arms are plump and symmetrical, and her 
hands are of medium size, with long tapering 
fingers. 
She has a thick coil of long brown 
hair wound np upon the crown of i e r head, 
and several bushy locks fall down over her 
forehead in a sort of a half wave or curl

They are not bangs, nor do they cover the 
forehead. 
She has beautitul eyes of a bright 
liquid brown, and her features are so mobile 
that she smiles easily. 
I watched her shake 
hands with the thousands upon 
thousands 
who came to greet her. 
She had a genuine 
welcome for every one, and I think her soul 
resx)onded to the hand shake of every person 
who passetl by her. 
A t the first reception, 
which was a kid-gloved, swallow-tailed affair, 
when all fashionable Washington came to 
size her up, she was not at aU embarrassed, 
and she seemed to appreciate without ostenta- 
tion her power of being able to take care of 
hei-self. 
Mrs. Cleveland Is prettier than any 
of the pictures that have been published of 
her. 
She is a little more slender than they 
represent her, and both senators and repre- 
sentatives have spoken of the wonderful luck 
of President Cleveland which has topped ofiP 
his lucky career with such a beautiful bride. 


CHI.NAMEN IN THE PARK. 


Society ladies predict a very successful 
reign for our republican queen, and it is the 
general opinion of people here that the char- 
acter of the administration may be greatly 
changed by her. 
President Cleveland lacks 
personal 
magnetism. 
This Mi-s. Cleveland 
seems to have in abundance. 
It may be that 
she -will turn out a second Dolly Madison or 
Abigail Adams, and that she will be as much 
of an element in the political workings of the 
country as the president. 
So far no one ex- 
cept Dan Lamont has been able to get at all 
near to Cleveland, and Lamont is closer than 
the closest clam in influencing the president 
or in saying anything about what he will or 
will not do. 
There is no doubt that Mrs. 
Cleveland will have the interest of her hus- 
band at heart, and she has certainly made the 
administration more popular in VVashington 
already for being in it. 


I strolled down Massachusetts avenue yes- 
terday l)etween the residences of half a dozen 
millionaire senators, and took a seat in Du- 
pont circle to watch the play of the children 
and the Chinamen. 


The Chinese legation is now occupying the 
immense brown palace of Senator Stewart, of 
Nevada, which used to be known as Stewart 
Castle. 
It stands next to Blaine's big house 
and just across the way from the home of 
Secretary Manning. 
The Chinese legation 
spends a great deal of money here in Wash- 
ington, and they have this big house elegantly 
furnished, many of the pictures on the walls 
being Chinese screens of high art. 
The 
new Chinese minister is one of the rich- 
est 
of 
the 
ambassadors 
here. 
He 
is 
a 
man 
of 
broad 
ideas 
and 
great 
generosity. 
He was noted for his entertain- 
ing in China, and his father, who has been 
dead some time, was one of the richest men of 
that country.

They dress in fine silks in the Chinese cos- 
tmne, and are great people for living out of 
doors. 
They seem to be very fond of chil- 
dren, and every evening you may see them 
playing ^ t h the little ones in Dupont circle. 
The children ^ 
not afraid of 


though the Chinamen cannot carry on a n y 
conversation, they laugh and romp and bob- 
arotmd as though they were so many little boys 
with pigtails instead of almond-eyed, 
finelj 
educated, orange-skinned celestials. 


THE NEW MUMMY AT THE NATIONAL MUSEUM. 


I took a gooil look t(vdny at the Egyptian 
mummy which our minister to Turkey, the 
Hon. Sam Cox, has sent to the National 
Museum. 
It lies flat <jn its back in its shell in 
a big gla.ss ca.se, just to the left of the rotunda 
of the museum. 
In the case next to it stand 
a Japanese nobleman aud his wife, made of 
wax and dressed in silk, and in the cases oppo- 
site to it ii Iialf dozen savages from the 
jtmgles of Africa, with speai-s in their hands, 
and the wild dwss of their countries upon 
their bodies, look at you. 
On another side 
are the images of a group of life-size Esqui- 
maux in fur clothing, and on the wall to the 
right is a collection of perha[)S fifty castes of 
the copper-colored faces of American Indians. 
The mummy proi)er has a mumnij- box about 
t%vo inchcs thick, wln(-h tits around it almost 
like a glove. 
In the sketch wliich I give you 
you can see the nmniniy in this casket, while 
the cover of the casket lies a little to the left. 
This casket is of some light wood. 
It is 
painted dark green, and it is as carefully 
made 
as 
though 
chiseled 
out 
by 
a 
sculptor. 
The 
muininy 
is five feet six 
inches long, and it is exceedingly well pre- 
sei-ved. 
The arms were pressed close to the 
side and 
see nothing of their outlines 
through the wrappings, which are 
wound 
tightly around tln5 body from head to foot. 
This mummy, while not of royal birth, must 
have lx;en a great dignitary. 
The body is 
covered with hieroglyphics and paintings in 
gold. 
The face is covered with gold leaf, and 
a mask of green cement is pasted over it. 
Shield-shaped ornaments in gold lie across 
the breast, and on one of these is the sacred 
beetle which the Egyptians used to worship. 
A sheet of cemented linen lies along the legs, 
and gold seems to have been plenty in the 
family of the dead man. 
This mummy is in 
as good a condition as any of those you wU] 
find in the Boulak museum at Cairo. 
Mr. 
Cox got it from the American consul at 
Luxor on the site of old Thebes, which lies, 
you know, on the Nile above Cairo and below 
the first cataract. It was sent here in the care 
of Mr. William V. Cox, the chief clerk of the 
museum and a cousin of Minister Cox.

derstand that 
the 
colleotion of 
Egyptian 
articles in the National Museum is rapidly in- 
creasing and that it is his intention before 
l o d j ^ establish an Egyptian department in 
t h e T h u s e u m .

THE KE\V MUMMY AT TTIE XAT10XAL MUSEUM. 


I took a Rood look today at the Egyptian 


mummy which our minister to Turkey, the 
Hon. San i Cox, has .sent to tho National 
Museum. It lies Hat on iLs back in its shell in 
a big glass case, just to tho left of tho rotunda 
of the museum. In the ease neit to it stand 
a Japanese nobleman-and his wife, made of 
wax and dressed in silk, and in the cases oppo- 
site to it a half flo'/en snvngos from the 
jungles of Africa, with spears in their hands, 
and the wild ducss of tlieir countries upon 
their bodies, look at you. 
On another sido 


are the images of a group oE life-bb.e Esqui- 
maux iu I'm-clothing, and on the wall to the 
right is a collection of jwrhups fifty castes of 
the copper-colored faces of American Indians. 
Tho mummy proper has a mummy box about 
two inches thick, which tits around it almost 
like a glove. In the sketch which I give you 
you can set1 the mummy in this casket, while 
the ^over of the cnsket h>s a little to the left. 
This c;ibL-"t is of somo light wood. 
It is 


painted daii- green, and it is as carefully 
made as 
thouyii 
"''iseled 
out 
by 
a 


sculptor. 
Tho mummy ' is live feet sir 


inches long, and it is,exceedingly well pro- 
served. The arms were pressed close to tho 
flidc; mid you sno not.liing of their outlines 
through the wrappings, which are wound 
tightly around Ihij hody from head to foot. 
This mummy, while not of royal birth, must 
have Iwen u great dignitary. Tho body is 
covered with hieroglyphics and paintings in 
gold. Tho face is covered with gold leaf, and 
a mask of green cement; is pasted over it. 
Shield-shaped ornaments in gold lie across 
tho breast, and on one of these is tho sacred 
beetle which tho Egyptians used to worship. 
A shet'l o£ cemented linen lies along the lugs, 
and gold seems to have been plenty in tho 
family of the dead man. This mummy is in 
as good a condition as any of those you will 
flnd iii the Boulak museum at Cairo. Mr. 
Cox got it from tho American coiibTil at 
Lnxor on. the site of old Thebes, which lies, 
you know, on tho Nile above Cairo and below 
the first cataract;. It wns sent hero in the care 
of Mr. William V. Cox, tho chiuf clerk of tho 
museum and a cousin of Minister Cox. I un- 
derstand that the collection of Egyptian 
niiclos in tho National Museum is rapidly in- 
creasing and that it is his intention before 
lor^o establish an Egyptian department in 
tho museum.
